Someone gave me an article from the February, 1962 CQ about converting the 
AN/ARC-3. My copy has an anonymous hand-written note on it that the ARC-502 
is a 24 channel version of the ARC-3, and that the circuitry was otherwise 
identical, and the conversion the same. It also notes articles in 73 
magazine December 1961 and June 1963 that I've not seen. 


The CQ article itself says there is an ARC-36 (a 16 channel version) and an 
ARC-49 (a 48 channel version). I've never seen either of these, and am 
surprised there doesn't seem to be much info around about them, as they were 
apparently in plentiful supply in the late 60s surplus market, and gave good 
performance. The CQ article goes on to say that the ARC-3 is a "modernized" 
SCR-522 and was used in everything from gas trucks to fighters. 


My ARC-502 is a Canadian Air Force unit, and I guess the 502 designation 
must be unique to the RCAF. I wonder, though, if a 24 channel version 
existed in the US, or if only the ARC-3 (8 channels), 36 and 49 were made?

Lynn: There is an excellent article in ER for July 1993 re the low power output 
from the AT-1. The basic problem is that there is insufficient grid drive for 
the 6L6. In the AT-1, the 6AG7 running at 400 V puts out about 86 V P-P. The 
6L6 at 400 V requires about 234 - 308 V P-P for Class C operation. 


The suggested "fix" is to sub a 6DQ6B. This brought the output from 7W to 16W 
in the test case. Of course this brought the plate current up to 130 ma, and 
the author was concerned about the ability of the AT-1 supply to survive this 
sort of load! 


Anyway, to answer your original question, your results are normal. I guess a 
lot of us were running QRP back then and didn't even know it!! 


There was also a recommended article from QST for October 1955 by Lew McCoy, 
"More Power with the AT-1, Simple Modifications for Greater Output." McCoy also 
recommended changing the output tube, but to a 6BQ6. The DX-20 used a 6DQ6A.

The 71A is a "power" triode that runs a whopping 20ma at 180vdc in a class A 
configuration and rated at a full 0.8 watts output. 


There may have been other uses, but push-pull audio output is one. They were 
used this way in the Brandes radios B-15 and 16, Buckingham 80, Crosley 706 
etc. Strictly a guess, but i suspect it was supplanted by the venerablee 45. 
All of the models I've listed are late 20s radios, and after about this time 
it was mostly 45s in this application. After all, a pair of 45s delivered 
twice as much power as a pair of 71As, and was what you really needed to 
drive the humungous speakers that became popular about the same time. 


As to blue - that's the colour I'd make ‘em!

I purchased a Collins 32V3 some time back and it was on a wooden floor when 
demonstrated and it worked great. When I got it home I put it ona steel 
cart on top a rubber matt. Turned it on, touched the radio with one hand and 
the cart with the other. I did a double back flip in full pike position. The 
radio was hot! Closer inspection showed that four of the five Sprague 
feedthru caps were bad. Oh they all measured .1mfd as they should have but 
all leaked like a sieve. This is where an old Eico 950 or Heath IT-11 really 
pays for itself. 


Surplus Sales of Nebraska is not usually my first choice do to high prices 
but in this case they have the EXACT cap in stock. Sprague Hypass Capacitor, 
.1mfd 600vdc 20amp for 8 bux ea.-$6.75 if you buy 20 pieces. Their add says 
if mentioned you get a 10% discount but I didn't seem to get mine. 


The only rub is that the little flange soldered to the cap, while it is the 
exact one needed, is in the wrong place. Ok then remove it rite? wrong! I 
tried to remove one from one of the bad caps using a specially halo shaped 
soldering tip on a Welder gun. All I was able to do is was to get the cap 
very hot and melt the solder on the outside of the cap used to seal it. What 
I got then was a paraffin spray gun firing with the ferocity of a roman 
candle. Paraffin on my face, on the computer, the printer, and the scanner. 
Forget that! 


The solution for me was 1 1/8" long, 1/4" wide, hex, metal, internally 
threaded stand offs mounted "inside" the radio, on the backside of the 
aluminum back plate as you sit behind the xmitter. Don't use 1/2" long stand 
offs on the "outside" of the back plate because they won't go through the 


cut out in the cabinet and they look like hell. Using 1 1/8" stand offs 
causes the caps to protrude an additional 1/8" more than original but things 
are really close inside there so I brought them out some. Anyway it is done 
now and works fb (no shocks), and looks pretty clean. The hole around the 
cap is a bit larger than needed but it is no big deal.

Sandy wrote in a recent posting about open wire feeders something to the 
effect that the W2DU balun was the only one he'd found worthwhile. 


Surplus Sales of Omaha had some balun kits a couple of years back. They 
were inexpensive by my standards, a steal by theirs. 


One was sold as a 1 KW balun, the other was rated at 2 KW. The 2 KW unit 
has a thick, 2 inch diameter form with a small roll of fiberglass tape 
and a length of #12 formvar covered wire. Directions are included for 
making either a 1:1 or 4:1 balun. I've made the 4:1 model and enclosed 
it in a die-cast Hammond aluminum box. I added small ceramic 
feedthroughs and an SO-239 (stainless hardware) . 


I've done pretty much the same thing with the 1:1 model but I produced a 
current-type balun in the same type box with SO-239s on each end. The 
things will take all the power the regs allow without heating or apparent 
loss.

You really don't believe that the station is transmitting a signal on 
1075 do you? The problem is in your receiver's inability to handle 
strong signals. Don't know what the IF of your military BA is but try 
adding 960 + the IF freq. There may be some other mixing taking place to 
cause the 1075 output on your inhaler. Try putting an attenuator ahead 
of your receiver or disconnect the antenna and see if the 1075 sigs are 
still there.

R-725 gets it too (455 kcs IF) 

R-388 gets it too (500 kcs IF)

The station is received on 960 and 1075 kcs with the above four 
radios on long wire, 15M dipole and 10M dipole. 


I could buy an IF mixing phenomenon with the 390A types, but when I get 
it on the R-388 too, hmmmmmm.
